TERRIBLE FIRE. 


Twenty Persons Burned to 
Death and Many 
Injured. 


Bad State of Affairs in Ire- 
land—Many Persons Out 
of Employment. 


An Attempt Made to Lynch 
a Murderer at Coving- 
ton, Kentucky.

BUFFALO, Dec. 18.—A serious fire, 
attended by a heavy Iosa of life, oc- 
curred hext this evening. About G 
o'clock fire was discovered in the third 
Btory of the Immense five-story build- 
ing owned by George W. Tift, on 
Perry street, and occupied by Birge 
A Sons, wall paper manufacturers. 
The building is sixty feet front by 
about three hundred feet in depth and 
about 150 men and boys ware em- 
ployed, at the present time the busi- 
ness requiring extra help. All of this 
number were at work, and in lees 
than twenty minutes after the alarm 
was given the building was a mass of 
ifiames and the walls crumbled and 
fell, and probably burled from twenty 
to thirty of the employes. The doors 
of the different rooms were made to 
swing in and each has a heavy spring 
for closing them, thereby retarding 
\iie egress of the occupants. The 
building was without fire escapes of 
any kind. The terrified workmen 
) umped from the windows and many 
of them escaped with broken bones 
and bruised bodies. Those in the 
upper gUMries unable to eacape appear- 
ed for a moment at the windows and 
then sank back suffocated in the 
Knoke and flames. The following is 
a list of those known to be killed:

Attempt to I.yncb tbe Ifurderer of 
Henry William«. 


CncciNNATi, Dec. 13.—The people 
of Ludlow, Kentucky, were terribly 
excited this for3noon over the evidence 
which seems to them next to unques 
tionable that Major Hicks, a colored 
boy, now under arrest, is the probable 
assassin of Henry Williams of the 
Wednesday night tragedy. When the 
conclusion is fully reached that he is 
the man, there remains scarcely a 
question that he will be instantly 
lynched. 


A crowd of one to two hundred 
men gathered in a barn last night to 
lynch the negro Hicks, now in the 
Covington jail charged with the mur 
der of Henry Williams. 
Marshal 
Goodson placed the prisoner in ti e 
most secure cell in the jail, brought 
in his police force of fifteen men, and 
arming them heavily with revolvers, 
stationed them so as to command the 
only entrance to the jail. 
Besides 
these precautions, he organized a force 
of fifteen citizens, armed with guns, 
to patrol outside of the jail. 
All 
night there has been a crowd of peo- 
ple about the jail, gathered by curi- 
osity to see what might happen. 
At 
midnight a force from Ludlow, armed 
in all conceivable ways, appeared at 
the jail and demanded the release of 
Hicks. 
The marshal refused. 
No 
organized attack was made, but a few 
shots were fired, and great excitement 
was aroused for a time. The marshal 
at 12:15 thought the Ludlow force 
would peaceably withdraw. 


Reports from Ctovington at 1:15 say 
the crowd is dispersing, and there is 
every indication that there will be no 
further trouble to-night.

A Terrible state of 
Affairs in 
Ireland. 


LONDON, Dec. 18.—The Times, in 
leading article on the Irish question 
says: 
"The followers of the govern 
ment are embarrassed, and, for the 
most part, do not know what to isay, 
while few ar6 bold enough to express 
their regret at the line {their leaders 
have pursued. Whitbead, one of the 
most respected liberala in the house of 
commons, speaking at Bedford last 
night, described vividly the reign of 
terror that had left no honest calling 
safe in a large part of Irelan'd, and 
avowed his feeling that a sad time had 
come when the government might be 
compelled to use coercion. There had 
been libera) governments before the 
present government embarrassed by 
Irish difficulties, but they have not 
been slack to do what they could to 
assert the authority of the law. 
The 
contrast between the spirit of those 
times and the spirit prevailing now is 
little to the credit of the government 
or that of the present generation. One 
of the worst evils consequent upon 
the government's attiude is the effect 
that it must have on the popular re- 
ception in Ireland of their remedial 
legislation. It is imperatively neces- 
sary that ttiis legislation should be re- 
ceived as a satisfaction of justice, but 
it is too probable that it will be re- 
ceived as a concession to the lawless- 
ness with which the government did 
not venture to grapple. If arbitary 
ciemands are not granted in the form 
in which they have been made, it will 
still be said that what is given is the 
result of a demonstration of the irre- 
sistable power of the people determ- 
ined to have their own way. 
The 
most false and foolish notions will 
thus be confirmed in the brain of the 
Irish peasant. The shortcomings of 
the government thus threaten us with 
a recurrence of the difficulties in the 
future, for their conduct will encour- 
age a repetition of the tactics with 
which they have not vertured to grap- 
ple."

Father Benoit was falsely tele- 
graphed all over the United States as 
having deceased—the stupidity oi the 
Fort Wayne agents of the Associated 
Press, having heard that an ®ld priest, 
belonging to Fort Wayne, was dead, 
j timped to the conclusion that, aa the 
oldest priest, by office, was Father 
Benoit, it was he that had departed. 
Within the week we will hand to Mr. 
Simonton, general manager of the as- 
sociated press, a leather medal, cut 
from an old gaiter, with request to 
have it forwarded to the agent of the 
associated press at Fort Wayne, as a 
mark of our "distinguished apprécia 
tion" on his incompetence for his 
post! 


V«ry heavy ou our heart, on De- 
cember 3, fell the Associated Press 
dispatch, to all the papers, announc- 
ing that "Father Julien Benoit, of 
Fort Wayne, died yesterday morning, 
very suddenly, of apoplexy." 


First of all, then, thank God, Father 
Benoit is still left to work for his 
Lord and for the faithful, and to 
gather farther merits.

You must own, this time, you 
have been the victim of the immense 
drowd of the unfaithful and careless 
reporters of the American press.
